, purposei) of the appeal, Mr. Macdon- 
ald, Mr. lloKOoe und Mr. Dewdney 
f t\ted very distinctly that Mr. Macken- 
zie was waiiint^ for a nne one to ucgo- 
liitte with on belialf of Coiuinhia ; and 
there is excellent leason lor l)elievin^' 
tluit moie favoiablc terms would have 
been conceded then than will bo ob- 
tained now, for the cours-e puraut d 
by the Provincial Guvtnnndit wnn 
Bcarcely such as would naiurally sti- 
mulate'Mr. .Maekouzio's "g 'neroalty.'

Ifc shows conclu- 
sively tiiiil AlacKonzio "means busi- 
uessi" not shutHingdalay, true and ear- 
nest work, not bogus "»tak«-driviMg * 
and sham commencement. It means 
more: Mr. Mackenzie ii not going 
to rest content with a beginning at 
Esquimalt alono, but he will make 
a simultaneous commeoceuiAnt at 
both ends and the middle, in order 
that the \^ork may be pushed forward 
the more rajiidly, in order that the 
immediate benefits of r.iilway con- 
struction may bo mors jwidaly distri- 
buted, and in order tliat tho intro- 
duction of foreign supplies may come 
the less into competition with our 
own producers.

is to be carried out Mr. Mackenzie 
has agreed that on tho Msinland con- 
atruction shall bo siiiiullatiooualy coni- 
lUPucftd at suTcral poiiits beyond the 
Ca-.cades,vatli an esptcinl view to af- 
fordin;^ an immediate market to the 
producers of that region and present- 
ing less facilities for tlia introduction 
and consumption of foreign produce.

Among tho passcngcre brought dowi? 
on the steamer Gudsio Telfair from Bitkst, 
was tt stib-cbief of theStikine tribe, wIiobu 
name was Fei uaiuleatn. This sachem was 
the priiicij)al wil lu'tss against 0110 of the 
several priaoner.-i broil ghf down on that 
steamer to this city. FerDandeste sociu- 
ed rather loth to loivoliiy ''iiativo liealh," 
and acted at timed a little tsiugulurly 
while on his way down to thin port. No 
thing, howorer, was eerionsly thonght of 
ihu chief 'h aetioiis, and uo ono harbored 
tho remotest idea tiiat bo nii-diated self- 
destruction. While olf tlio coast last 
Sunday evening, iibout 8 o'clock Ferimii 
desto retired tohia st.'ite room. Ho shut 
the door, tied his handkerchief to tlie 
knob on the inside and to some object in 
the room. It soema that another Indian 
—one of tl'.o Siinio tribe— su9|)0cted tho 
object of Fci-il;'.ni'le?to's retiring to tlii! 
room. About 15 or 20 miputes after the 
chief entered the state-room, the Indian 
went to tiitfdoor, which ho siieoeodod in 
opening by ijulling violently at it. A 
moment later he came running up to the 
flrst mate of tho vessel, nnd by violent, 
excited gc-sticiilAtions and broken Eng- 
lish, signified tb.it tho chief bad cut liis 
thro-it. The mate ran to tho room, and 
lo bis Kiirpris<! iJiid horror found the lifo- 
Ip.ss form of tho ludiun FeriiAndesto lying 
on tho floor, Life had junt left the body, 
as it Wits limp and still trarm. The alarm 
w.<s giron. and officers, crew nnd passen- 
ger.! camn rusbir<g to tho nceno of flio 
trag(><ly. En:i;nie;;t urn discdoscd l!ie fact 
that Ferna-ndcKte liail cut his tlirost liter- 
ally from ear tn ear. The fatal deed was 
eoiiiniitl'.'d with a small p^nknifo, tho 
blade of which was not to esceeil two 
inohesin length. He had eTiJeutly sst 
about the bloody task with spirit aud re- 
solution, and hud accomplinhod tho deed 
bv sawing uw.'.y nl bis t h roat with de- 
gree of persnver.Tnce worthy of a better 
cause. A. ghastly and .sickening speota 
(de was presented by tho dead chiof as ho 
lay on the cabin floor weltering iu his 
life's blood. No rea.Hoa can be nnsigned 
for this delibcr.ite self murder, except on 
the gonerally uttri'oiitod and nniversnlly 
accepted theory nf insanit^y. Indeed , Ihcro 
seems to be no other cansp to which tlio 
rash deed cau bo assigned under the cir- 
cuinstancea. Deceased was ageil about 
10 years. He wa.s a chief of uonaiderable 
authority among the StikineM, by which j 
tribe he was held in high esteem. After 
liis <loatb tlio body was carefully laid out, 
and ])re3erved until A -tcjria w.i-i re.i-.dttid. 
At that place the remains were takiMi on 
snore and buried in a ileceut manner. 

Immediately f(jl lowing tho tr.igio event 
on Sunday evening, a remaikablo and

He confo.ssad after 
be , iig plauod in cooliaement that it was 
Feruande.ste's intention to blow up the 
st-.'umer whilo on tho way down. For 
wai-t of a f.ivoral)!u opp-irtun ity tlie chief 
failed to carry iiilo etei'iuion Ins diabal- 
ical scheme; and it would Heeai that tho 
Indian, finding his uiiiuf was <lead, he 
came seized with a suddou detorrnination 
to ciirry intoetfeet the original ])lan. The 
unfortunate death of reriiiuidestc is mncli 
regret'ed by all on b )ard tho ttaami>r, 
but oflioo-s of the vt-ssel an^ in no niiiii- 
uer reHpoiiiiihlo for tho tragic ufTair. —

tulil him to write from his dictation. 
Tho letter, which is said to have been 
lUftined with blood, may be translated 
thus:

Thi;5 letter awakened all tlie fpars

Were collected tiud despatched, but as 
the Biim was far below that demando>l, 
they iuurdero<l the unfortunate man 
ami lied, aa tho troops were upon 
tliem. 

On t!ic next d.ay two other persons 
were cqiturcd , and the father of one 
eaiuo aud Lned to rcJuco the ransom. 
Hi« wife also presented herself and 
bo^ycd permission to at^company her 
liuyuaiiLl, when Lhc savage AUauo cut 
oii hi- oar and threw it into her bosom, 
i^ot, bov.'ever, to imiliiply such facts, 
It is asaeitad on evidence that in one 
week Aliaiiu ainl and his eomimnionB 
committed two b.uuaro'.is nimdcrs and 
oao violoat r.ip^-.sj pioitratjd dvc per- 
sons, extorted JLd.liUO lire, and cut off 
throo ears and ono head. 

Two men wore almost alone in thiei 
nei;jiibo!iiood in eiidcaTonving uj 
cbeol: the e.\ct"'-''-(;5 uf bri^^sudage — 
l..Ui;;-i di Soht. and Yito Tardii;^uo, of 
Palui'iiu — and wo shall hear how they 
Bulfered for Ihcir courage and honesty. 
First, a visit was made to tho houso of 
Xoia, where only the wife was found, 
;lie S')n:j haviii..,' o>e'.;)e.l. Tlio })oor 
woiucii v\-a,-; tiirowu tbo prvoumi 
bayoneted —pii-rced tiu-o;i;;h nnd 
t,.iroii;,'h rejieatedly; the sisLer, too, 
rushing to her assistance, was murder- 
ed with a hatchet. This was not vcn- 
geaneo enough, so, in October, 1H7U, 
Aliano returueil to Patorno, broke oj)- 
euiht; d "lis (jf lardiii^no, snd found 
hiiii ;-,c.'tt!.'d with all his faniily. VriLh 
a yell of joy liie savages rushed in, 
clagt^eriu hand, and murdered first 
Tardugno, then his xvife, who was 
eiK:unit.e, and hiid .a child of three 
years of ag.: ia her arms, wlio w a; also 
luurilered. J'"o.ir otii.-r cliildren who 
had \)(\:n v,i;iuB-es e)f these scones 
were then attacked and left for dead. 
I'^rom the house of Tardugno the bri-~ 
gnndo passed to tho house of Nola, 
where they found and assassinated two 
of Ills sons, scarcely ten year.i old, and 
a tlic la^^i of tue family. Tims 
w.'-.s coinjileted the savage vengeance 
of those brutes ou tho I'amilici of two 
of tlie very few who had made au efibrt 
to t,hwnit their cxcoskos. Ou tho body 
of '.}.'.;irdugno was found ilie followiuf 
papgr; •'My undo has died for hav- 
in*? botrayei.1 his broihers, and I am 
the Signer Cnpi.uno Frjdtrlco Aila 
no."
